three-judge federal court in 
New York City refused Oct. 4 to 
delay the merger, originally set 
tor go into effect Aug. 1. On Oct. 
18, the Supreme Court deckled 
to review the decision and held 
up the deal until it could hear 
the case. 


Fourteen lawyers are sched- 
uled to argue the case today. 
Court observers said this was 
one of the largest legal aggrega- 
tions ever to argue a single case 
in the court. 


The case involves virtually 
every railroad in the Northeast 
— but none of them is attacking 
the merger itself. 


The merger is opposed by in- 
dustrialist Milton J. Shapp, un- 
successful 1M6 Democratic can- 
didate for governor of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the city of Scranton,

Dallas Was JFK's 
Own Idea: Connally 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Gov. 
John B. Connally has indicated 
he did not want Jclui F. Kenne- 
dy to take tile trip to Dallas in 
November, 1963, when the Pres- 
ident was assassinated and the 
governor wounded. 


"I reminded him he had not 
made a political appearance in 
Texas since tihe 1960 campadgn 
and that if he spoke at four 
fund-rai.slng dinners, he would 
be accused of coming to Texas 
just to take back a lot of mon- 
ey," Connally says in a cctpy- 
right interview in the Dallas 
Times Herakl. 


The visit to Texas was of the 
President's own making, Con- 
nally says. 


Connally made the statement 
in reaction to Look magazine's 
first installment of a four-part, 
60,000-word serialization of Wil- 
liam Manchester's controversial 
account of 
the 
assassination 
"The Death of a PreskJent." 


Manchester' reports 
in

book that five prominent Demo- 
crats strongly urged Kennedy to 
keep Dallas off his Texas itiner- 
ary in November, 1963, bccause 
of what they felt was a highly 
ebargfd atmoaphtre of antag- 
oaiam toward him in Hit city.

Anti-Red Guard

TOKYO iAP) — Opposition to 
Communist Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung's purge is producing wide- 
ning chaos in Red China, with 
Shanghai reported paralyzed by 
strikes and street fighting, and 
Nanking apparently still held by 
anti-Mao forces. 


Reports of killing, torture and 
uprisings involving more than a 
million persons in the past few 
days suggest China may be 
close to civil war. 


Japanese correspondents said 
half a million anti-Mao follow- 
ers of vice premier and party 
propaganda chief Tao Chu were 
converging on Nanking. 


Parte Cemmlttee Split 


WaU bulleUna posted in Pe- 
king by Red Guards supporting 
Mao indicated that the discord 
had split Mao's Cultural Revolu- 
tion Committee organized to 
direct the purge. They accused 
Tao Chu and Gen. Liu Chih-

Tanks Fight On 
Israel Border 


TEL AVIV. Israel iAP) — A 
tank battle broke out on the bor- 
der today southeast of the Sea 
of Galilee and l.srael claimed 
two 
Syrian 
tanks were 
de- 
stroyed. 


A Syrian communique said 
fighting broke out in three sec- 
tors of the hilly 70-mile border 
and one Israeli tank was de- 
stroyed. It claimed there were 
no Syrian losses.

An Israeli army spokesman 
said in addition to the two tanks 
destroyed, another was dam- 
aged and crewmen were seen 
running from two more tanks, 
indicating they also had been 
hit.

Gi*eat Lakes Gas Transmis­ 
sion, a new 
company, seeks 
permission to build 
a 1,000- 
niile 36-inch pipeline from the 
Canadian border at Emerson, 
Manitoba, to Sarnia, Ontario, 
at the foot of Lake Huron. A 
spur would extend 
to Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ontario. 


Principal purpose of the line 
would be to transport natural 
gas from the new Alberta 
fields in western Canada, to 
the industries and cities of 
eastern Canada. The line would 
cross the U. P. from Ironwood 
to St. Ignace and would pro­ 
vide a source of gas for New­ 
berry, Manistique, St. Ignace, 
Sault Ste. Marie and adjacent 
communities in Michigan«. 


Michigan 
Consolidated Gas 
Co. proposes to serve the east­ 
ern U. P. 
communities with 
gas supplied

Lakes pipeline. The lines of 
Michigan Consolidated, 
run­ 
ning northeast ft(»n Menomi­ 
nee, now terminate at Rapid 
River and Munisáng. 


Present Pipe Line 


Canada now has one pipe­ 
line, Trans-Canada Pipe Lines 
Ltd., connecting the Alberta 
fields with the eastern centers 
of population. But because of 
the great area of granite hills 
known 
as 
the 
“LaurenUan 
shield,’* this line runs far to 
the north of Lake Superior, 
by-i>assing Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, with its gieat steel in­ 
dustry. 


In order to get more gas 
from West to East, the Canadi­ 
ans must either build expen­ 
sive parallel 
lines along the 
Tran5-Canada route or trans­ 
port the gas south of Lake Su­ 
perior, t h r o u g h Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. This 
route is shortea*, tiie terrain 
much more favorable, and the 
cost of construction is much 
less. 


To accomplish this short-cut 
line Trans-Canada teamed up 
with American Natural Gas 
Co. parent ccnnpany of Michi­ 
gan Consolidated, to organize 
Great Lakes Gas Transmia- 
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sion jointly and equally own­ 
ed by the Canadian and Amer­ 
ican companies. 


BI-Natlonal Project 


Great Lakes filed simultane- 
ou« petitions with the Cana­ 
dian Energy 
Board and 
the 
American Federal Power Com­ 
mission for approval of the 
project. Northern Natural Gas 
Co., which supplies parts of the 
western U. P., filed a plan 
with the FPC proposing to im- 
p<Ki Canadian gas 
for 
its 
American customers 
and sell 
American gas to Canadian cus­ 
tomers 
in 
eastern 
Canada. 
Northern Natural was barred 
from intervening before the 
Canadian Energy Board when 
TVans-Canada said it would 
neither sell Canadian gas to 
Northern Natural at the wes­ 
tern end of the proposed sys­ 
tem nor buy 
American gas 
from it at the eastern end. 


sThis positi(Mi reflected the 
views of Canadian government 
leaders who do not want east­ 
ern Canada consumers to be 
dependent upon United States 
gas supplies, while the great 
new Canadian reserves are. di­ 
verted to American use. 


Under American law full 
hearings had to be held 
in 
Washington on the competing 
programs of Northern Natural 
and Great Lakes. These hear­ 
ings were completed last sum­ 
mer. Meanwhile, the Canadian 
Energy Board at Ottawa ren­ 
dered a favorable recommen­ 
dation on the Great Lakes 
pipeline to the Canadian gov* 
ernment. 


Prejeci Vetoed 


On Aug. 
25, 1966, 
Prime 
Minister Lester Pearson, on 
behalf of the Canadian cabinet,- 
vetoed the Great Lakes proj­ 
ect as being contrary to the 
national 
interest of Canada.

Alberta gas reserves and fore­

Cabinet Cfianges Mind 


On Oct. 4, the Canadian cab­ 
inet dianged its mind. It ap­ 
proved the Great Lakes proj­ 
ect on two conditions: (1) that 
Trans-Canada would put its 
Great Lakes stock in escrow, 
so a controlling interest in the 
new line could never be sold 
without Canadian government 
approval and 
(2) that the 
Trans-Canada line would be 
expanded sufficiently in the 
future so that most of the gas 
moving from west to east 
would always/ go through the 
Canadian line. Trans-Canada 
accepted both conditions. 


Opponents 
of 
the 
Great 
Lakes line in Washington then 
argued that a wholly new case 
had been created, and hearings 
should start all over again. 
Great Lakes argued that noth­ 
ing had changed 
except the 
future c<mduct of Trans-Cana­ 
da with re^i>ect to its Canadian 
properties, and the Fed«:al 
Power Commission should ren­ 
der an immediate decision on 
the record already taken. The 
commission last week told its 
examiner to decide this ques­ 
tion. 


Daly On Prospects 


Daly, who is a director of 
American Natural, said: 


“If we get a go-ahead early 
in 1967, we can get gas into the 
eastmi U. P. 
in the fail of 
1968. We have already been 
delayed a year by the exten­ 
sive Washington hearings and 
the temporary veto in Ottawa. 


“On the other hand, if the 
Federal 
Power 
Commission 
decides to hear the case all 
over again, or take lengthy 
new testimony, the Canadians 
may be imable to wait for ad­ 
ditional gas supplies through 
Great Lakes. Then they are 
likely to give up trying to pipe 
the gas acrost the United 
States, and turn to expansion 
of their existing line. 


“Of course, 
if 
the FPC 
should) decide in favor of Nor­ 
thern Natural, the decision will 
be meaningless, because the 
C a n a d i a n government has 
made it clear it will lc4 this 
gas move through the United 
States only in a pipeline in 
which Canadians have substan­ 
tial control. The Northern Na­ 
tural proposal is out, because 
the Canadians obviously won’t 
go for tt.”

December meeting. 


The Marquette hearing will 
be the only one conducted in 
the Upper Peninsula on the six 
proposals. It will be held in 
the county courthouse at 1:30 
p.m. 


All commercial fishermen and 
interested persons in the Up­ 
per Peninsula are invited to at­ 
tend the hearing. 


Most important of the pro­ 
posed regulations is one calling 
for removal or relocation of 
large mesh gill neto when pro­ 
tected fish species are being 
caught. 


Another proposal calls for a 
conservation commission order 
to designate a two-pound, one 
to 
six-inch 
extension 
type 
gauge as the legal measuring 
device for measuring the mesh 
of trap neto, pound neto and 
seincf and to prescribe the 
method of measurement. At 
present there is no gauge or 
method defined by statute to 
measure entrapment neto in 
Michigan waters. 


A 
third 
proposal 
recom­ 
mends that present regulations 
restricting the depth of gill 


nets be rescinded and replaced 
with a regulation citing a depth 
limitation in number of meshes 
rather than feet. 


Other proposed regulations 
deal with a 50-mile limitation 
on 
transfer 
of 
commercial 
fishing licenses, depth of lift- 
hig neto for trap neto and 
shoaling twine for large mesh 
trap neto.

“At the time the state established the Porcupine 
Mountains ski area,” he said, “it was caiTying out a 
legitimate function of government. There were no priv­ 
ate investors involved in the ski business in the Upper 
Peninsula, and the state was filling a definite void. 


“Tlie Conservation Department did a good job, 
demonstrating that it was possible to establish such a 
business in the U.P. Private investors became interest­ 
ed, several ski areas sprang up, and the economy of our 
region was given a tremendous boost. Now that private­ 
ly owned and operated ski areas exist, however,^ the 
state should no longer continue to operate Porcupine.”

MARQUETTE^—The year saw 
Northern Michigan University 
take new aoti<Ni in the War 
Against Poverty and continue 
to break new ground in educa­ 
tion and research. 


Continued growth in enroll­ 
ment, physical 
facilities and. 
public service also marked the 
year whidi saw Northern un­ 
veil a ‘grand plan” for the de­ 
velopment of the NMU campus. 


The University continued to 
train a skilled labor force 
needed for economic growth in 
the Upper Peninsula. 
North­ 
ern’s Area lYaining Center 
graduated 479 persons in 14 
different vocational fields who 
had completed courses ranging 
from data processing to weld- 
inf. Since 1962 the Center has 
conducted programs in 23 dif­ 
ferent occupations.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re­ 
gardless of whether U.S. tax­ 
payers are hit witii an income 
tax increase this year, there is a 
chance they will get some relief 
from the actual labor of figuring 
the tax to pay in future years. 


The House Ways and Means 
Committee, it was learned to­ 
day, has agreed to a Treasury 
request to consider later this 
year legislation for a simplified 
tax return that would abate 
some of the arithmetical ago­ 
nies of mid-April. 


The Treasury is experiment­ 
ing this year in the southwest­ 
ern part of the country with an 
optional return form that would 
to some extent combine the ac­ 
tual return with the instructions 
for preparing it, so that a tax­ 
payer, by answering a series of 
questions, would arrive at his 
tax liability. 


Details of what may be pro­ 
posed later this year apparently 
still are to be settled, but one 
source said. “We think we can 
cut a lot of lines out of old Form 
1040.”
